Ordinance No. 8. 

AN ORDINANCE of the Board | CLARK 
of Trustees of the City of Sierra 
Madre, establishing a Board of 
Health within said city, under 
and pursuant to the provisions 
of Section 3061 of the Political 
Code of the State of California. 

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 

Section I. That a Board of Health to 
consist of five members be and the same 
is hereby established within and for 
said City of Sierra Madre; that at least j 
one of said members shall be a practic- 
ing physician and a graduate of some 
reputable school of medicine, and that 
oae of the members of said Board of 
Health shall he, if practicable, a civil 
c igineer. 

Section II. The members of said 
Board shall hold office at the pleasure 
of the Board of Trustees of the City of 
Sierra Madre. 

Section III. Said Board shall: 1st, 

Supervise all matters pertaining to the 
saiitary condition of the City of Sierra 
Midrc, and make such rules and regu¬ 
lations relative thereto as are necessary 
and proper, and not contrary to law. 

Said Boaid shall: 2nd, Report to the

Section IX. It shall be unlawful fnr
